In the Claims: 

— 47. (New) A manufacturing method for an optical data recording medium according 
to claim 23, wherein said curing of the first part of the second radiation curable resin 
includes changing the cured state of the second radiation curable resin inside and outside 
a second radius of the [first] second substrate. 

48. (New) A manufacturing method for an optical data recording medium according 
to claim 47, wherein said curing of the first part of the second radiation curable resin 
includes exposing only a part of the second radiation curable resin applied over the 
second substrate to radiation so as to leave the second radiation curable resin applied 
inside of the second radius of the [first] second substrate uncured. — 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22, 23, 27, 32, 36, 38, 39 and 42-51 are allowed. The closest prior art is 
considered to be Itoigawa et al. '332, Ohki et al. '652, and Yang '090 (newly cited). Itoigawa et 
al. discloses all the limitations of the independent claim with the exception of the limitation 
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requiring removal of the first substrate after the second part of the first and second radiation 
curable resins are cured. Yang et al. and Ohki et al. both discloses that it is known to remove a 
substrate after curing of a second resin placed upon a first substrate and first resin. The stated 
objective of the invention of Itoigawa et al. is to press the two substrates (41 or 51) together such 
that said substrates strongly adhere to each other. Because the purpose of Itoigawa et al. is to 
forge a strong bond between two substrates, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to combine Itoigawa et al. with either Yang et al. or Ohki et al. because Yang et al. 
and Ohki et al. are specifically directed toward removing a substrate after final curing.
